JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 20— 
The House Appropriations Com- 
mittee voted today to increase 
the state dreuth relief fund to 
$6,500,000, which is $1,000,000 
more than Gov. Phil M. Donnelly 
recommended in his message to 
the special session of the Legis- 
lature yesterday. 


The committee also boosted 
the appropriation for administra- 
tion of the farm-aid program 
from $65,000 to $75,000. and 
adopted several amendments to 
the enabling act giving the Gov- 
ernor broad powers to promul- 
gate rules and regulations of the 
program. 


The bills then were reported 
favorably to the House, which 
is scheduled to take them up for 
preliminary consideration later 
today. This will clear the way 
for possible House passage of 
the measures tomorrow.

Hundreds paraded elsewhere, 
carrying Italian flags, angrily 
shouting against Yugoslav Presi- 
dent Tito’s stand on Trieste and 
demanding the strategic Adriatic 
area be returned to Italy. 

Some of the demonstrators 
marched past the Yugoslav lega- 
tion near the heart of the city 
but no violence was reported as 
mobile riot police, armed with 
sub-machine guns guarded the 
building. 

Demonstrators carried plac- 
ards reading: “Tito equals Rus- 
sia,’ “Tito leave Trieste,” and 
“Long live the Italian army.” 

The demonstration in front of 
the Russian Embassy apparently 
was in protest against the So- 
viet demand that the Security 
Council meet soon to appoint an 
international administration for 
the area under permanent 
United Nations supervision. 

Both Italy and Yugoslavia 
have denounced the Russian 
move, but Italians believe such 
a proposal favors Yugoslavia 
more than Italy.

The board of freeholders plans 
to take final action on the pro-| 


posed charter for a metropolitan 
sewer district at a meeting to- 


night at Clayton Courthouse, J. | 


Eugene Auchly, chairman, 
nounced last night. 


The completed draft of the. 
charter will be given its third | 
and final reading at the meet-. 


ing, clearing the way for certifi- 
cation of the plan by city and 
county election boards, 
said. Tonight’s meeting 
start at 7:30 o'clock. 

Under a schedule announced 
last week by the freeholders, 
the charter will be submitted to 
voters in St. Louis and the 
county at special elections Feb. 
9. The date is the same as that 
tentatively selected for submis- 
sion of the county's $44,732,500 
bond issue proposal. 

Nine Amendments Ok’d. 

Nine :mencments to the 
sewer district charter, most of 
them clarifying technical points. 
were approved by the freehold- 
ers at a meeting last night at St. 
Louis County Hospital. Thirty- 
four changes in the plan were 
adopted last week. 

The new amendments, most of 
which were suggested at a series 
of public hearings held by the. 
freeholders, include a provision 
for appeal from decisions made 
by a six-man board of trustees | 
which would govern the district. | 

Actions of the trustees could 
be appealed through petitions | 
presented to circuit courts in 
either the city or county, Auchly 
explained. the amendment 


will 


authorizes the court to review | 


a decision by the trustees if 
petitions protesting the action 
are filed within 30 days. 

The freeholders also approved 
an amendment requiring ownérs 
of real estate to use facilities of 
the sewer district if drainage 
from their property is found to 
constitute a public nuisance or 
health menace. 

Other Changes Approved. 


Other changes in the plan in- 
clude a provision that trustees 
shall have been residents of the 
district for at least three years 
directly prior to their appoint- 
ment and an amendment provid- 
ing that employes of the district 
cannot be fired without just 
cause. 

The latter provision, suggested 
by Lloyd C. Weber, a member 
of the board of freeholders, sup- 
plements a clause guaranteeing 
employes immunity from dis-| 
missal on the grounds of race, 
creed, color or political or union 
affiliations. 


A proposal that members of | 


the board of trustees be paid 
$4000 a year was defeated by 
the freeholders. Under the pres- | 
ent charter draft, trustees will 
be paid $25 for each meeting at- 
tended.

The Land Clearance for Re- 
development Authority will seek 
a federal grant of $101.000 to 
reactivate its office and speed 
improvement of the blighted 
plaza area.

“For four years the armed 
forces of Jordan and other Arab 
countries have been breaking 
into Jewish settlements close to 
the frontiers and into Jeru- 
salem,” he said. “Hundreds of 
Israeli citizens—men and wom- 


en, young and old—have been |

Mixed Armistice’ Commission 
and our attempts to get the 
Arab governments to put an end 
to these crimes proved fruit- 
less,” the Premier said.

Mitchell, is now putting finish- 
ing touches on all the depart- 
ment’s legislative proposals. Re- 
sponsible sources, both on Cap- 
ito] Hill and in the Labor De- 
partment, said they think Mitch- 
ell will give full support to a 
higher minimum wage and that 
the odds are in favor of White 
House indorsement. 


The 1938 Fair Labor Standard 
Act set the minimum wage 


which may legally be paid in- 


interstate commerce at 40 cents. 
Congress increased it to 75 cents 


effective Jan. 1, 1950. More than) 


20,000,000 United States work- 
ers are now employed on. jobs 
covered by the 75-cent hourly 
minimum wage, but statistics 
were lacking on the number who 
actually make no more than the 
minimum. Exempt are jobs 
which have no interstate char- 
acter and those of farm workers, 
white collar executives, em- 
ployes in local retail establish- 
ments and some others. 


One factor believed to be in- 
fluencing Administration offi- 
cials is the 14.3 per cent rise in 
the cost of living since the last 
increase in 1950.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind. Oct 
20, (UP)\—William L. ‘Big Bill) 
Hutcheson, 
of the AFL Carpenters Union 
and one of the “elder states- 
men’ of tne labor movement 
in the United States, died today 
of heart disease. He was 79 
years old. 

Mr. Hutcheson made the 800.- 
000-member union a powerful 
segment of organized labor and 
became so personally potent he 
virtually controlled the rise and 
fall of every hammer in the na- 
tion. 2 

One of the few union leaders 
in the country who supported 
the Republican party, he went 
down the line for Dwight Eisen- 
hower at the Republican nation- 
al convention in Chicago iast 
year. He chose Eisenhower over 
Senator Robert A. Taft because 
he disagreed with Taft's views 
on labor as expressed in the 
Taft-Hartley law 

He died in Methodist Hos- 
pital, to which he was taken 
from his Wisconsin hunting 
lodge about 10 davs ago suffer- 
ing from a stomach ailment. He 
suffered a heart attack last 
Thursday 

President Until 1951. 

He was president of the Car- 
penters union, with internation- 
al headquarters in Indiapapolis.

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A Blow at Soil-Saving 


Secretary Benson’s newly announced plan for 
reorganizing the Department of Agriculture has 
been in the works most of the time since the 
advent of the Eisenhower Administration. Yet 
the plan must have been devised in the absence 
of information that is pertinent if not basic. 

He says he is bringing the Soil Conservation 
Service closer to the people, and making it more 
responsive to their wishes. The facts on their 
face say the reverse. The people will have to 
get from Washington services they have been 
getting from regional offices, which Benson 
has ordered closed. These offices are at Mil- 
waukee, Lincoln, Nebr., Fort Worth, Albu- 
querque, Spartansburg, S.C., Upper Darby, Pa., 
and Portland, Ore. The 48 state offices will 
continue to operate. 

Secretary Benson does not explain away this 
contradiction between the self-evident fact of 
more distant and less responsive service to 
come, ‘and his assertion that it will be nearer 
and more responsive. 

More contradictory yet is the question 
whether the reorganization plan will bring 
about any economies. Assistant Secretary J. 
Earl Coke “was reluctant to claim that any 
great savings in money would be effected,” ac- 
cording to The Milwaukee Journal, “He said 
the department was aiming at better service.” 

Under questioning by representatives of the 
National Association of Soil Conservation Dis- 
tricts, Mr. Coke often replied “I don’t know.” 

‘ Ques. What technical staffs will the states 

ave? 
Ans. We have not given that any study. 


Ques. Is the technical staff in Washing- 
ton to be strengthened by moving trained 
men from the regional offices? 

Ans. I don't know. 


Ques. Will the technical people from re- 
gional offices be transferred to state of- 
fices? 

Ans. Some will probably be put in state 
offices. How many, I don't know. 


Ques. How can you "say this reorganiza- 
tion plan is going to provide better tech- 
nical help on. soil conservation when you 
haven't even gone into the details of what 
help will be put in state offices? 

No answer. 


The regional offices, which are being closed, 
provide the farmer with the services of special- 
ists whom the state offices could not afford— 
and whom they could not get regardless of 
money, for the simple reason that there are 
not enough to supply 48 state offices. The 
Milwaukee regional office, for instance, has one 
hydraulic engineer, two geologists, one agrono- 
mist, one biologist, one woodland forester and 
one research liaison man, to serve eight states. 

The Soil Conservation Service once tried the 
state-office plan Secretary Benson is now rein- 
stalling, but had to give it up as a failure after 
two years’ effort. Dr. Hugh H. Bennett, former 
chief of the SCS and now president of the 
American Soil Conservation Society—one of the 
great conservationists of our country—said the 
experiment failed because there was not enough 
adequately trained specialized personnel. 

Waters Davis, head of the National Associa- 
tion of Soil Conservation Districts, says: “The 
abolition of the regional offices is just a part 
of the destruction of the world-renowned Soil 
Conservation Service.” 

Secretary Benson has got himself into a lot 
of hot water in the short time since he became 
head of the Department of Agriculture, but 
when all the thermometers are read this will 
probably prove to be the hottest. 

The Soil Conservation Service draws its 
strength literally from the grassroots of the 
country. In this blind and heedless tampering 
with its effectiveness the Secretary is inviting 
the farmers to do battle, and there is every 
indication that the invitation is being accepted. 
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Hard to Please 


Unreasonable fellows. That's what those two 
movie stockholders must be. In a court action 
they are charging that their company, with How- 
ard R. Hughes as its guiding genius, has been 
governed by “whim and caprice.”” They want 
him deposed and a receiver appointed. 

Why? Just because Mr. Hughes gathered a 
bevy of beauties, including Gina Lollobrigida, 
Ann Sheridan, Merle Oberon and Jeanmaire, the 
French ballerina, and put them on the payroll 
without any visible duties to perform.

If that pair of movie 
company killjoys doesn’t want Jeanmaire and 
her pals from Montmartre, we know an office 
where they can put their tootsie-wootsies under 
the desks on a half-share basis and everybody 
repeat everybody will like it. 
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Buckeve Gratitude 
Secretary of the Interior McKay turned up in 
Columbus, O., to make a speech and when the 
advance copies were’ distributed, the Cabinet 
member’s text contained these words:

When the Secretary spoke, he skipped the 
friendly reference to Ohio’s Democratic Gover- 
nor. He explained that Republican leaders at 
the speaker's table thought it should be omitted. 

This is carrying partisan stuffiness to a ridicu- 
lous length. Somebody shouid tell the Ohio 
G.O.P. that in the last Congressional session, 
the Democrats often supported President Eisen- 
hower when Republicans let him down. As for 
Secretary McKay, doesn't he know that with an 
even closer division for the session in January, 
a little cultivating of the donkey might help the 
elephant get the hay he’s going to need? 
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Economy in ‘Fringe Benefits’ 

So long as “economy” remains the magic 
password along the Potomac, it may be diffi- 
cult for the armed forces to persuade Congress 
to restore some of the “fringe” benefits of mil- 
itary service, and this will be too bad. Fringe 
benefits include such things as well-stocked com- 
missaries, family medical care and good housing. 

Pressure from merchants and medical groups 
who have charged the military with unfair com- 
petition has led to a gradual shearing away of 
these extras, and service personnel do not like 
it. There has been no comparable pressure for 
paying service menecivilian wages so that they 
can buy at civilian prices. The service man's 
only recourse is to refuse to re-enlist, and he is 
doing that in growing numbers. : 

It is ‘far cheaper to train a service careerist 
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and persuade him to stay in uniform for 20 or 
30 years than to train raw recruits every 
two years. If the restoration and improvement 
of fringe benefits will make the services more 
attractive, and obviously they will, then Con- 
gress ought not to hesitate. Such action can be 
justified on the basis of economy alone, and 
Congress should take it. ! 
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Invitation to Lugano 
The London conference of British, French and 
American foreign ministers ended in a call for 
more conferences, but this result may not be 
nearly as inconclusive as it seems. One of these 
days a conference may break some of the ice of 
the cold war. 


The most important invitation was to the 
Soviet Union to join the Western powers at Lu- 
gano, Switzerland, next month to discuss the 
future of Germany and Austria. The Kremlin 
may not like this since it left China off the 
agenda, but there is the promise that, if Lugano 
is a success, the way will be cleared for “other 
major questions and for restoring necessary 
conditions for peaceful and friendly relations 
among nations.” Whether it turns out to be 
fruitful or not, the London invitation has once 
more challenged the Russians to drop their 
propaganda and stalling for a genuine if lim- 
ited peace effort. 

The Lugano invitation also fails to satisfy 
Prime Minister Churchill. It does not provide 
for his high level discussions without agenda 
and retinues of advisers. He has now raised the 
possibility of a meeting between only himself 
and Georgi Malenkov. The State Department 
certainly would not consider itself bound in any 
way by what Sir Winston might say in such con- 
versions. But since Washington seems increas- 
ingly eager to assure the other powers of full 
participation in allied diplomacy, it ig not likely 
to exert serious pressure against the Churchill 
plan, should he decide that it is worth while. 


It is interesting to observe the degree to 
which German Chancellor Adenauer was con- 
sulted. His foreign minister, Walter Hallstein, 
even made a quick trip to London. Was this be- 
cause Germany is showing its impatience at the 
failure of the allies to reach an agreement with 
Russia? Talk about separate German-Russian 
talks is being heard. 

So respected a newspaper as the conservative 
Frankfurter Allgemeine said in a recent edi- 
torial that “it would be wise, in the event of 
any serious delay in a general conference be- 
tween the U.S.A., Great Britain, France and the 
U.S.S.R., for Bonn and Paris to consider the pos- 
sibility of independent negotiations with Mos- 
cow on the subject of the European Commuvu- 
nity.” 

This may be only the cloud no bigger than a 
man’s hand, But is one more reason for the es- 
tablishment of the European community en- 
visaged by allied diplomacy. This is the basis of 
strength essential to any possible agreement 
with the Russians. 
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He Only Dedicated It 


It was fine to have President Eisenhower 
standing there at the Rio Grande with President 
Cortines of Mexico. Oh, not just because the two 
Presidents were together on the international 
border, being neighborly. What was right reas- 
suring was that Dwight D. Eisenhower was up 
close to Falcon dam, with its 200,000,000 kilo- 
watt hours of prime energy, its 50,000,000 hours 
of secondary energy, its flood water storage of 
1,685,000 acre feet, its conservation storage of 
2,100,000 acre feet, and its irrigation capacity 
of more than 600,000 acres. There he stood, 
looking out at what will be a maximum lake 40 
miles long, seven miles wide and 497 miles 
around, and not the least bit afraid of all that 
“creeping Socialism”!

As the oldest state completely west 
of the Mississippi, Missouri views all of 
Western America with the eyes of a 
world-wide grandmother, amused, un-

Virginia cavaliers, Bostonians not too 
godly to hurry to a land boom; earnest, 
idealistic Germans fleeing a Germany 
already, in 1830, hostiie to democratic 
ideals; roistering boatmen from New 
Orleans and Cincinnati; woodsmen in 
coonskin caps, trappers and miners and 
priests and outlaws— good, bad, but 
very few indifferent, among these men 
who poured across the last great river 
into Missouri in the surge of America 
across the continent. 


Wherever they are, Missourians get 
homesick in October. At our house in 
Connecticut, it is not the calendar, or 
the starting of the furnace, that heralds 
the month, but my Missouri wife look- 
ing wistful. 

“I wish we could get some black wal- 
nuts,” says Virginia, “or run out to 
Grandview for 
some apples — Ben 
Davis apples, not 
those vulgar Bald- 
wins they have 
here—and some ci- 
der, real old-fash- 
ion cider from In- 
dependence, no 
Yankee water add- 
ed. 

Missouri is larg- 
er than all New 
England by 3000 
square miles. It is 
also younger, warm- 
er, richer, brighter, 
racially far more 
complex, lazier, friendlier, more shift- 
less and more gracious. It is less raw, 
less righteous, less ambitious than most 
of the other Midwest states. 


In its 132 years it has reached a 
mood like its autumnal weather, a gold- 
en leisure of the spirit, a readiness to 
laugh but not disapprove. I saw no fran- 
tic struggle for a future here, but no 
fear, either.

What a figure of tragedy is Sidi Mo- 
hammed Ben Youssef, the dis-estab- 
lished Sultan of Morocco, exiled on 
Corsica in a rocky valley.

Britons in the Back Country 


THE HIDDEN LAND, by Ursula Graham Bower. 

(William Morrow & Co., 49 pqs., $4.) 

Tucked away at the north edge of In- 
dia between Assam and Tibet, on the 
southern approaches to the towering 
Himalaya mountains, is an area so re- 
mote that by Western standards it has 
been almost untouched by civilization. 
For long periods whole villages sleep in 
the forests because of their fear of raids 
by neighboring groups, and kidnaping 
is an accepted form of redress for many 
social affronts. 

Miss Bower and her husband, Col. 
F. N. Betts, were sent into this district 
in 1946, to try to introduce law and 
order and establish the authority of the 
British crown. Both had wide expe- 
rience in the back districts of India and 
their work progressed until about two 
years later, India was given its inde- 
pendence and the program collapsed. 

Indirectly Miss Bower’s account of 


ah their experiences and travels in a virtu- 


ally unknown area presents a favorable 
side of the old British colonial policy 
that has had relatively little publicity. 
Their assignment was not to extract 
wealth from the country but to bring 
stable, peaceful relations between tri- 
bal groups that had been warring for 
centuries. This appeared almost within 
reach when a political change at high 
levels nullified their work. 

The story is an interesting one, al- 
though it’s not the sort that is best 
absorbed at a single reading. Miss 
Bower writes in the English style, with 
long descriptive passages. They pre-

NEW YORK, Oct. 20 (AP)— 
The new middleweight cham- 
pion of the world—Randy Tur- 
pin or Bobo Olson—will have a 
ready challenger in Kid Gavilan, 
the welter titleholder. 

The Cuban Keed, training at 
Summit, N.J., for a Nov. 13 de- 
fense against Johnny Bratton 
at Chicago, is anxious to jump 
into the 160-pound division 
against the winner of tomor- 
row’s 15-round bout at Madison 
Square Garden. 

“Win or lose with Bratton, we 
want Turpin or Olson next,” 


said Angel Lopez, Gavilan’s 
manager. “Personally, I like 
Turpin a little bit. But who 
knows?” 


Who knows? That is the story 
of this Olson-Turpin match in 
which Baldish Bobo from Hono- 
lulu and San Francisco is an 11 
to 5 favorite. 

Almost to a man, the man- 
agers and trainers who make 
boxing their business’ lean 
toward Olson. They respect 
Turpin for his first fight with 
Sugar Ray Robinson, but they 
have been bewildered by his 
sporadic training. 

Even Jack Solomons, the Lon- 
don promoter, admitted he 
“hasn't done enough boxing to 
suit me.” Solomons, whose big- 
gest drawing card is Turpin, 
said the British Negro appeared 
“out of distance” (off on his 
timing). 

Turpin may pick up new sup- 
port if he makes the weight as 
easily as his handlers think. He 
weighed 161 when examined 
Thursday. George Middleton, 
his manager, said yesterday, “He 
won't have the slightest trouble 
making the 160-pound limit.” 
When Randy fought Charles 
Humez for the European title in 
June, he had to sweat off a half 
pound in a steam bath after the 
weigh-in. 

The moody Turpin, who ran 
from British boxing writers and 
made himself most unpopular 
with a large percentage of the 
press, has given way to a new 
friendly spirit they say. 

“We are quite happy about 
Randolph’s cheerful _ spirits,” 
said’ Middleton at the Gros- 
singer, N.Y., camp. “He was a 
bit homesick, you know.” 

By the sea at Asbury Park, 
N.J., Olson quietly prepared for 
his most important fight. After 
road work and shadow boxing 
yesterday he weighed 161 pounds. 
Although Bobo hasn’t overdone 
his boxing, he has worked on a 
consistent schedule. for a total of 
70 rounds. Turpin boxed about 
27 rounds in five workouts in 
the mountains but reportedly 
did his heavy drills in Britain. 

The International Boxing Club 
said there was a lively interest 
in ringside seats with a $90,000 
advance sale. Best guess on the 
crowd probably is 15,000 people 
and $140,000. The bout will be 
carried on network radio and 
television (KSD-TV will televise 
the bout) with New York and a 
75-mile area blacked out of the 
TV picture. 

Both fighters break camp to- 
day to go into hiding in New 
York until weigh-in time tomor- 
row. Turpin will have his brother, 
Dick; Trainer Frank Alger: Man- 
ager Middleton and Second Nick 
Gavin working with him. Man- 
ager Sid Flaherty, Trainer Fred 
Bianchi and Sol Gold will be in 
Olson’s corner.

NEW YORK, Oct. 20 (UP) — 
Here are the pre-battle state- 
ments of Bobo Olson and Randy 


Turpin: 
TURPIN. 

“I’m going to regain my mid- 
dleweight crown. I hope to win 
by a knockout but if I don't 
knock him out, I will win a deci- 
sion. I did not cross an ocean 
just for the exercise. 

“I am in perfect condition 
physically and mentally. The 
only thing I have on my mind 
now is Bobo Olson. I would be 
an awful blighter to let my peo- 
ple down. I couldn't live in Eng- 
land ever again if I didn’t do 
the best I knew how. I couldn’t 
face my friends if I went into a 
fight for the world champion- 
ship without being in the best of 
condition. I will win.” 

OLSON. 

“T’m in excellent condition for 
my championship fight with 
Randy Turpin and I expect to 
win. I’m not saying I will win 
by a knockout but I might. I 
have trained harder for this 
fight than any bout in a long 
time. I boxed 40 rounds in San 
Francisco before coming East 
and since arriving in Asbury 
Park I sparred 30 rounds. 

“Any fighter who could lick 
Sugar Ray Robinson must be 
good. I’m not taking too seri- 
ously the talk that he has not 
trained properly. I don’t think 
any boxer would cross the ocean, 
travel more than 3000 miles, 
then not be in the best of shape.”

Sounds in the Air of 
Cool October Night 


By Leonard Hall 


T HE hounds run often on these clear October 


nights, so that I hear them as I sit at the 
typewriter and open the window even though 
there is a touch of frost in the air. They come 
down from the north, 
out of the granite 
“shut-ins” along Sa- 
line creek, and fol- 
low the wooded 
limestone bluff up 
through our farm. 
Then old Mike, who 
probably wouldn't 
know a fox from 
a fruit-cake, goes 
charging out with 
a tremendous bellow 
and sly Reynard 
shifts his course a few 
points to eastward. 
Y UW ‘tes You can _ imagine 
Us him slipping easily 
he <™ along, chased by his 
shadow in the bright moonlight and worried 
not at all about the hounds as jong as they are 
a safe mile behind, Here he may wade the creek 
for 100 yards, then run out on some slanting 
fallen tree to leap a dozen feet to the far side. 
And having thus confused the enemy, he may 
circle back to follow in behind the chase. 
Meanwhile, the hounds come lumbering along, 
now lined out in hot pursuit, now “making a 
lose” and circling for minutes until the trail 
comes clear again. There are chop-mouth and 
squealer and now and then a voice that rings 
across the valley like a bell. 
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SOMETIMES IF THE RACE is a good one, we 
go out on the east terrace and listen until the 
hounds take the fox clear across the valley and 
the baying is lost in the deep hollows that run 
up Buford mountain. 

Then as we listen, we hear a new sound in 
the air high above us. It is soft and indistinct; 
a murmuring of bird notes which tells us that 
the autumn migration is in full swing. Few 
manifestations of nature are more fascinating 
than this one; perhaps because of the age-old 
feeling that “he who travels leaves trouble be- 
hind.” This is, of course, no mure than illusion 
and is an idea which is probably not indulged 
in by songbirds. We think mainly that here are 
lucky creatures who never know winter from 
one generation to the next, yet even the earliest 
travelers to the southland have troubles a-plenty. 

Most of the smaller songbirds are, compared 
with the birds of prey, as slow as a Piper Cub 
pursued by a Mustang fighter. Thus they jour- 
ney mainly at night, stopping during the day to 
feed and rest in thicket, woodland and fence- 
row. Nor do they travel in dense flocks like 
many of the larger migrants. Though thousands 
mav be traveling southward at one time, the 
flocks are widely dispersed and more irregularly 
over a broad band of skyway. 
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SOME ORNITHOLOGISTS are expert enough, 
I suppose, to identify the migrant songbirds by 
their notes dropping down from the night sky. 
We count ourselves fortunate, however, to know 
the daytime songs of even a few of them; and 
we generally learn these by associating them 
with words which we ourselves speak. The sound 
of the song, in fact, is often used to name the 
birds, as in the case of bobwhite, whippoorwill, 
phoebe, pewee, chickadee and many another. 

“Chips, butter and white-oak.” says the chuck 
will’s widow, own cousin to the whippoorwill. 
“Tea kettle, tea kettle, tea kettle’ identifies 
the Carolina wren, though this little songster 
has a repertory that would do justice to a much 
larger bird. The sweetly ascending note of the 
white-throated sparrow is often interpreted as 
“Old Sam Peabody, Peabody, Peabody.” though 
you can translate it differently if you like. And 
thus it goes: “Thief, thief” for the jay; “witch- 
ery, witchery, witchery” for the northern yel- 
low-throat; “what cheer, what cheer” for the 
cardinal. 

Equally interesting is the knack of identifying 
birds in flight which can best be developed at 
this season when many of them have gathered 
in flocks. There is no mistaking the strong, driv- 
ing wingbeat of the mourning doves or the dip- 
ping, swinging progress of a band of goldfinches,- 
though both may be too far away for other 
recognition Grackles, red-winged blackbirds, 
starlings and robins all have a characteristic 
silhouette against the sky which is easy to learn; 
and the same is true of the meadowlarks and 
the little prairie horned larks which arrive in 
September to spend the winter with us. All of 
the woodpeckers are easy to identify in flight, 
as are the jay and the yellow and black-billed 
cuckoo. And I have known guides on the rivers 
and marshes who could look at a string of ducks 
a half-mile away and say, “there come three pin- 
tails, four shovellers and a pair of mallards.” 
And when the birds dropped in to the decoys, 
you'd find that they were right. 
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AS ALWAYS, we've had a fair number of 
early ducks dropping in at the Big pond. These 
are mostly blue-winged teal which have come in 
bands of as many as 50. But as the season ad- 
vances, I expect we'll have fewer waterfowl. 

Based on last year’s experience, there is so 
little water in creeks and ponds that the main 
flight sticks close to the Mississippi instead of 
spreading out and loafing their way southward. 
As for our bobwhites, the coveys are already 
moving up into the timbered hills. This~terrain 
may not be wholly to their liking, but at least 
they will find food and cover which are totally 
lacking from the drouth-stricken hard-grazed 
fields and fencerows. 

“As happened last season, we have opened up 
the ponds and wildlife patches to the cattle, in 
‘arder to furnish them a few more days of pick- 
ing. Like any other farmer, when it comes to 
making a choice between wildlife and our 
domestic animals, necessity makes us sacrifice 
the wildlife.

Measure for 
Safeguarding 
Of Resources

NEW YORK. 

LECTION day is still some 
E distance off but it is not too 

soon, I think, for those of 
us who care about preserving 
our natural resources to mention 
to the public of New York state 
that there will appear on this 
year’s ballot Amendment No. 9 
which must be voted on sepa- 
rately. 

Since my column goes in to 
many states, I would like to 
remind all the citizens of the 
United States that the preserva- 
tion of their natural resources 
is something of great interest 
to them. 


* * * 

FOR US im New York, Amend- 
ment No. 9 deals with the state’s 
forest preserve land. An effort 
by private power interests is 
being made to exploit these 
lands for power purposes under 
the guise of river regulation. It 
is not too much to ask that, 
when a rievr regulating district 
wants to use forest preserve 
lands which belong to all the 
people of the state and create 
storage reservoirs on those 
lands, all the people should be 
consulted specifically in each 
such project. |. 

It is, of course, obvious that 
flood control dams are some- 
times necessary, but as a rule 
it is better to build them out- 
side the forest preserve and to 
choose places where the dammed 
up water will do as little dam- 
age as possible. 

A situation might arise, how- 
ever, which could only be solved 
by building a dam in a forest 
preserve and so it is provided 
in Amendment No. 9 that the 
people of the state of New York 
“may give permission for the con- 
struction of such a dam, but 
those who think it necessary 
must first convince the people 
that it is necessary, not just an 
effort on the part of private 
power interests to invade the 
forest preserve.

GAIN and again the question arises: How much home- 
A were should a child be required to do? There is no

Today She Is a Bachelor Girl-There Are Varied Types, but Only Few ‘Take Stock’ of Selves

IKE it or not, millions of 

women are living alone—and 

a good many more are going 
to join the sisterhood in years 
to come.

“Bachelor Girl.” Everything's 
new, including the name. Final- 
ly we've crept up on an era 
wherein single women are 
judged as individuals—for what 
they are—instead of being 
sniffed at as a group apart. 

The reason is obvious: matri- 
mony is no longer a woman’s 
only escape from the nest. As 
an example, I set up housekeep- 
ing alone, in my own apartment, 
in a strange town, at the age 
of 19, and not one tongue 
wagged.

Woman nas learned to marvel 
at the days when a Mrs. tacked 
to her name was the final ex- 
quisite achievement. They still 
recognize marriage for love as 
a wonderful idea, but they also 
realize that love is sometimes 
not enough. More women every 
year are turning their backs on 
Marriage as an ordained cus- 
tom. 

In the past a strong desire 
for children often was a decid- 
ing factor in a “sensible” union. 
Though the maternal urge is 
potent as ever, many women 
are reluctant to rear babies on 
the same globe that stockpiles 
the atom bomb. 

The high cost of living—and 
the shortage of living room— 
has weaned many members of 
both sexes away from thoughts 
of merging. 

Two can live almost as cheap- 
ly as one if both are working, 
but Mendelssohn’s Wedding 
March has a way of being fol- 
lowed by Brahm’s Lullabye. 
When three are eating off papa’s 
paycheck, the luxuries are non- 
existent to the naked eye. 

Many a single girl has de- 
cided to remain that way after 
a. weekend holiday with a man 
and wife she knew before they 
had been hitched together as a 
team. 

Take my friends, Blanche and 
Ben. Single, they each had an 
attractive apartment, plenty of 
good clothes, enough pocket 
money and the leisure to en- 
joy life and each other.

Others unfortu- 
nately resign themselves to the 
bachelor state with great bitter- 
ness. In their own eyes, they’re 
failures at the supreme female 
function. Too often they lose 
faith in themselves in fields not 
even remotely connected with 
the conjugal. 

According to the latest sur- 
vey, there are 675 careers open 
to women. “Wife” is on the 
list, between ‘“wicker-worker” 
and “wig-maker,” -but in many 
feminine minds the word “wife” 
will always be written times 
larger than life and the most 
important part of living.

For the simon- 
pure bachelor-ette of the same 
age, however, the odds are 52 to 
48 that she will never take the 
plunge. These figures are facts 
of life fresh from the vital sta- 
tistics. 

With these facts before her, 
you'd think the single girl would 
take stock of herself and formu- 
late some blueprint for the fu- 
ture. Only a few do. 

For too many single women, 
existence is a day-to-day affair, 
sustained by daydreams, includ- 
ing the one with knights in 
bright armor. Instead of facing 
her situation squarely, the lone 
woman leans heavily on vague 
hopes, substituting them for sol- 
id planning. 

This aimless drift can bring 
her to the brink of serious mal- 
adjustment.

East certainly had his nerve 
with him, overcalling one spade, 
but this was not an “error” 
as things turned out—in fact, 
the bid should have paid off. 

West opened his top club, and 
when dummy ducked, East put 
in the jack. It would have been 
an excellent idea for declarer 
to concede the trick; had he 
done this, East’s hand would 
have been marooned. At his 
leisure, South could have estab- 
lished hearts and spades while 
keeping East out of the play. 

Declarer, however, carelessly 
took the first trick with the club 
ace (no doubt because he had a 
second stopper) and promptly 
knocked out the ace of hearts, 
Now, when West led the club 
seven, East was guilty of a 
bridge crime: he took the trick 
with the king! With that play, 
he isolated himself as effective- 
ly as South could have done, 
and once more South had plenty 
of time to establish his tricks 
without worrying about the club 
suit. 

It is a strange fact that the 
worse a player bids in a certain 
deal, the more ineffectual his 
own defense is apt to be in 
that deal, as though his guilt 
complex were in full working 
order. Perhaps East—with good 
reason—was upbraiding himself 
for having made such a weak 
overcall, or perhaps he was 
afraid that if he did not grab 
the second club lead he would 
never take a trick. Actually, of 
course, the situation clearly 
called for a ducking play on 
the second club lead, on the 
chance that West could get in 
again and would have a third 
club.
